The High Commissioner for Palestine is due to leave that country 
next week, when his term of office, which will expire by the effluxion of time 


at the end of the present month, will thus virtually be concluded. Sir 
Hreeerr’s High Commissionership is certain to make history. His 
-sappointment to the pest in itself will do se, and we do not 


think that we are in the least anticipating the ultimate verdict upon 
his work when we say that he has fulfilled the claims of his office 
with marked loyalty with no small success. He has proved 
himseif a capable administrator and has, in cireumstances of the 
greatest difficulty, shown himself the British official at his very best. 
This to be sure is viewing Sir Herserr’s High Commissionership from the 
British official, aspect; and certainly that m how, for a large part, bis 
administration of Palestine will be judged. But it 
for Jews who care anything for Judaism, m its 
sense anyway, not to estimate Sir Herpens’s High Commissionership 
from the Jewish standpoint. And here it is difficult to desery much 
except abject failure and a faithlessness that has been manifest throughout. 
It will be argued that this is to place an invidiousness upon Sir 
Hrexerer?r’s occupancy of his post. It may be said that Sir Hererkr went 
out as a British official and that he is not to be condemned 
his Administration fell short of Jewish wishes, any more than because it 
has proved unsatisfactory to the majority of the Arabs.

THe proceedings at the Council of the Jewixh Territorial Organimation 
on Sanday last partook as much of the nature of an extemation ax ofa 
Warial. For the Ito has, to all intents and purposes, been dead so far as 
any activity on ts part was concerned, and been baried from the 
thoughts of Jewry; for years. It was founded upon what we dannet 
regard otherwise than as a fallacy—the notion that it wonld be pessrble 
to obtain a transfer of National allegiance on the part of any 
considerable number of the Jewish people from Palestine to the 
Ito land wherever that might be. To be sure. the Organisation never 
went so far as to find itself fare to face with what mevitably would 
have been its crowning disappointment. 1t could not find a terntory where a 
larye settlement of Jews upon whom antonomons rights would be conferred, 
would be weleome. As the Organisation has been pot an end te, and 
likely to be resurrected, it is not worth while argniny to 
what extent this inability to discover the . needed territory wae due 
to the lack of enthusiasm for the project-on the part of Jews themselves. 
The original purpose of the Organisation—to utilise the offer made by the 
British Government of a land for Jewish - settlement in East Africa bat 
with an altogether different ulterior purpose from that which inspired the 
freat Statesman to whom the offer was due and the great Zionist leader 
to whom it was made—came to nothing. The incident had. so far. served 
the Jewish people.

Repatriation. 


By Mentor. 


HERE are many points in Jewish history that, like people of 
whom it tells, are peculiar in the sense of being singular and 
remarkable. One of them I would catalogue is the apparent 
mability which Jews have manifested for releasing themselves 

from their unhappy surroundings by what seems to be the simplest and 
easiest prescription. You hate a large number of Jews centered in a 
certain country, who for one reason or another have their lives made 
barely tolerable either by direct persecution at the hand of the governing 
powers, or by popular manifestations of hatred and acts of violence 
which the governing powers are unable or unwilling to restrain. What 
could be more natural, on the face of it, more feasible or more effectual, 
than to take the people so oppressed away from their environment, 
placing them somewhere else amid circumstances favourable and 
encouraging ? That seems to have been the remedy first devised by the 
great Moses who, looking out upon the burdens of. his people and the 
slavery they endured in Egypt, determined to lead them away from that 
country to another where they would be free of the taskmasters and live 
human lives. The Bible story is well-known, so well-known and so 
entirely accepted by the vast majority of us, literally au pidd de la lettre, 
that we none of us stop to think whether or not the Hebrews came out 
of Egypt lke an army according to plan and marched with the precise- 
ness of a huge band of soldiers, making their way from point to point. 
Teo me it has always occurred as difficult to perceive how a nation of 
untutored slaves could suddenly have become transformed into a vast 
orderly troop-like creation—you know how the Exodus is presented to 
us either in verbal, or pictured or even filmed form. It appears tome 
evident that either the Bible does not give us the exact facts, or does not 
tell us fally of them; and that it leaves considerable room for imagination, 


o 


Be this all as it may, I refer to it because the pelicy pursued by 
Moses in respect to the children of Israel in Egypt seems to have 
iuspired men in later Gays, who wished to become delivérers of their 
brethren. “Take them out of Hell! We do not ask that they shall 
be placed in Heaven, but give them the opportunity of living as men 
and women should live on earth’’ was the perfervid claim of an American 
Jewish philanthropist who wished to apply the old-time prescription of 
“Moses to the then newest trouble which confronted Jewry. And yet the 
only ocedsion that I can recall, when the idea of Moses proved successful, 
was the one in which he took the leading part. There have been several 
attempts to repatriate our people, to transplant them from an uncongenial 
country to places where they would be welcomed. But all of them, if they 
have not come to nothing, have failed perceptibly of the high purposes 
with which they started out. In the early days of last century, taking 
come modern instances, Mordecai Mannel Noah, an American politician 
and journalist, generously sought to play the 
He had been travelling in 


part of Jewish hberator, 
Europe and he had seen how, in the 
larger part of that continent, the Jews were in a hopeless condition, 
surrounded by peoples with whom they could never amalgamate. Noah 
was a Jewish Nationalist and was anxious to see the restoration of Jews 
as a nation in Palestine. He believed in the coming of the Messiah but 
as he himself put it, he did not see any reason why the Jews need wait for 
the Messiah, in order to repatriate themselves who were exiles from it. But 
he saw that repatriation in Palestine must be a slow process and he wanted 
something quicker ; for he was fully seized with the dire urgency of the then 
Jewish position. He therefore struck the idea of setting upa place for the 
temporary refuge of Jews, a place of preparation for them in conditions of 
freedom; and he could think of none better for the purpose than the United 
States of America, which at the time was but sparsely populated. He 
selected Grand Island in the State of New York as the local of his pro- 
jected settlement which he named in advance “ The city of Ararat,’ the 
place to which Jews should scramble out of the flood of oppression, in 
which they were involved, 


? ? 


Ararat was dedicated in great state. Everything down to the last 
button was ready, save and except that trifling element—the people 
who were to inhabit this asylum. He found the Jews throughout 
the world ridiculing his plan and laughing it to scorn as ~ Noah's 
Ark,” so he. abandoned the project almost simultaneously with the 
dedication of the Noahchite Colony. Later on, another effort was made 
for repatriating a vast number of Jews who lived in conditions that were 
neither tolerable nor self-respecting. Baron Maurice de Hirsch, a multi- 
millionaire, saw the trouble of his brethren in Eastern Europe and deter- 
mined, like Moses and Noah, that he would lead them out of their 
bondage and place them in some country where they could be free men, 
To the project he devoted some millions of the vast wealth he had 


accumulated, and his intention aroused a great volume of interest from 


end to end of Jewry. One fact ; it is just the sort of fact which simple, 
even paltry in itself, tells so much. I recollect seeing pocket handker- 


chiefs adorned with the picture of Baron Hirsch represented as a modern 
Moses leading his people from oppression to liberty. Readers are 
aware how the Baron set up a vast and wealthy organisation, which is still 
in existence, to carry out his schemes and how he endowed the Ica—as the 
Jewish Colonisation Association is called for short—with the bulk of his 
great riches, And yet and yet! Withal, to what extent has Baron de 
Hirsch’s scheme proved to be, even to the extent comparatively of a drop 
in the ocean, a resolution of the trouble he set out to grapple with ? 
Russia during the last quarter of a century or more, the Ukraine, the 
Jewish charnel house of Europe, and a hundred and one other troubles 
that have come upon our people, some of them resting upon them heavily 
to-day, give the answer. A few thousand Jews are in the Argentine, 
and a few more in other directions derive benefit through Baron Hirsch’s 
philanthropy. But it made no sensible 


impress upon the Jewish world- 
condition. 


Again the element that was absent was the willingness or the 
ability of our people to repatriate themselves, or become repatriated. There 
was no army of Jews marching steadily across Europe and embarking for 
Buenos Aires, as the pocket handkerchief pictures intimated. The exploi} 
of transport with which the Bible credits Moses and the children of Israel, 
was not repeated with Baron Hirsch leading. 
9 

Jewish repatriation proved too much and too big a thing, even for the 
Hirsch millions. There were many difficulties that he did not at first perceive 
but apart from the one I have mentioned, it is instructive to remember 
that he early saw the danger of taking too many Jews, even into Beunog 
Aires; because the prejudice they had left behind in Russia they would 
surely have found exchanged for a variance of it in South America, 


if the numbers that flocked there had proved as it is called 
unabsorbable. Thus, Baron de Hirsch’s scheme has never been 
more than a qualified success, It missed being an utter failure, 
only because there was a certain number of our people who 
individually benefited. Later still, Mr. Zangwill. inheriting the 
splendid spirit that animated Mannel Noah and Maurice Hirsch, 


founded the Ito which is short for Jewish Territorial) Organisation. 
His immediate purpose was to obtain the concession in East Africa that 
had been offered by the British Government to the Zionists and had by 
them been rejected. But between the time when Mr. Chamberlain ruled 
at the Colonial Office and that at which Mr. Littleton was Colonial 
Secretary, much water had flowed down the Thames. Great Britain had 
found that Mr. Chamberlain's suggestion met with violent opposition on the 
part of non-Jews, as well as of Jews, and that for the most part its reception 
was at best lukewarm. Anyway, the offer was not renewed ; and I only

Bat it must not be forgotten that all the tame, long, long before 
Manuel Noah aud Baron Hirsch and Israel Zangwill, there was a persistent, 
if not always cousistent, appeal to our people to repatriate themselves 
in another and a truer sense thau the Ararat, the Ica or the fto schemes 
contemplated. That call, searching as tt was, yet remained unresponded 
te for centuries upon centuries. It is qnite true that a religious idea te 
some extent palsied the energies of our people. The belief in the comme 
of the Messiah became in time transformed from a hope ito a prohibition. 
The looking forward to oue who could be a Messiah—could be anointed, 
that is, as the rightful occupant of the throne of David—graduall) hardened 
into acommand in the minds of the great majority of the Jewish people. 
So that they came to believe it were heretical even to attempt to end the 
Jewish exile from Palestine until the coming of the Messiah. Any such 
idea was deemed a forcing of the hand of Providence. Our people, there- 
fore, stecled themselves to suffering and to every untoward condition, 
faithfully believing that they must suffer until Messiah came. Then. 
again, the conditions that prevailed in Palestine were for ages not matertally 
or economically inviting. There was, too, from time to time legislative 
differentiation against the settlement there by Jews, and the natural advan- 
tages of the country were unknown, its petentialities unrealised, even to 
Still, notwithstanding, 
it is worth while asking and pondering how it is that our people, 


the extent to which they are now recognised. 
weveration after generation, went through the agony of the damned 


and yet when the opportunity presented itself for them to remove 
by such schemes as those of Noah or Hirsch or Zangwaill, there was 
no great queue of migrants following the beneficent one who wished to 
redeem them. Still more remarkable is it that while morning, noon and 
night they proclaimed their moral right to Palestine and bewailed the fate 
that had made them aliens from Frets Ve«rae/. few ever thought of trans 
planting themselves to the country and of repatriating themselves as Jews. 


This leads me to say that aay such idea, scheme or plan involves 
an enormous element of dificalty, which we are all apt to tenere, or which 
most of us fail to perceive. It is the problem of men and women up- 
rooting themselves from their homes, however little homelike they ma; 
be, and from their sarroundings, however painful.

of migration chosen? And the great experiment that is now going 
on before our eyes is just this: Whether the inherent intense love 
of native surroundings and conditions, however harsh, _ however 
ungainly, can be overcome by the patriotism that ought to exist 
in the Jew, if the prayers he utters an@ the hopes he expresses and the 
aspirations to which he gives tongue are anything more than affairs of the 
lip. Will the ‘call of patriotism, the love for the country the Jew has 
always maintained as between himself and his God is his, prove such an 
attraction that there will be no dearth of those who will go, joyfally and 
gladly to build wp the rains and repair the waste of ages, that, like ia 
miasma, has rested upon Palestine ? Will there be no dearth of fellow- 
Jews urging and encouraging awd helping all who can or will, to go and do 
the great national work of Israel ? That is our present problem of repatria- 
tion. Upon it hangs the destiny of Israel's future !

Children’s Country Holidays Fund. 


ANNUAL REPORT. 


““MENTOR’S* MAGNETIC APPEAL.” 

A satisfactory year of work is recorded in the thirty-sixth annual report 
of the Committee of the Jewish branch of the Children’s Country Holidays 
Pund. Daring the year, no less than 2,158 children were sent for a holiday 
to the country er the seaside. Care was exercised, as usual. in the selection 
of the children, only those weakened by sickness and those of poor 
physique being qualified for the benefits of the fand. The children were 
comfortably housed m twenty centres. The care of the children is not con- 
fined to their physical requirements, and their religious requirements are 
not lost sight of. The Sabbath services, in most cases held in the open, are 
a successful feature, the children being eager to join in the prayers. ‘The 
homely chats on good conduct, for which the Superintendents were 
responsilie, were of distinct value, and resulted in a happy understanding 
bétween child, superintendent and cottager. The reports of the 
Superintendents of the various centres give an excellent idea of the lives 
spent by the children ou holiday. The report goes on to say :

SOME TRIBUTES. 

The frailty of human life was again forcibly brought to our minds when 
we learned of the tragically sudden demise of Jerome Jacobs, cut off in the 
prime of life and in the fulness of his powers. It was my privilege to be 
nesociated with him for many years, and I can only deplore the loss of one 
whose hfe was marked by simplicity, uprightness, and integrity, who went 
on his way of life without craftiness or guile. His main characteristic was 
a burning devotion to his holy faith, which was marked by the energy with 
which he—-being himself a man of intellect and learning —threw himself into 
the cause of religious education. He recognised that the only hope of pre- 
serving the integrity of our saered faith was by instructing the youthful 
yeveration in its preeepts and glories, and no institution will have more 
cause to mourn his passing than the Talmad Torah and Education Board, 
of which he was for so many years an ardent worker. But he did not con- 
fine his arduous work to this institution only, but also devoted untiringly 
his time and energy to other communal matters, yea, to the benefit of all 
good causes which strongly appealed to him. He was to so many an advising 
friend. not arrogant in his assertions, but modestly striving after all things good 
aud noble. He was vot narrow in his interests. No cause for the better- 
went of his coreligionists lacked a supporter in him, and his work was all 
the more commendable as it was inspired by no desire for self-advertisement, 
but by the genuine sentiments of a truly Jewish heart. Let those few 
words be a small tribute to one who has enriched the community with the 
sunshine of a life of honesty, noble simplicity, stainless integrity, and 
brotherly feelings, and who has left to his children and the communitya 
legacy of good deeds and pious aspirations. which will long be enshrined in 
the memories and hearts of his sorrowing coreligionists whom be served 
vo faithfully and so unselfishly.—From Rabin Dr. B. Satowon. 


Alas! one of the best known and most highly esteemed members of our 
community has suddenly been taken from our midst. That warm heart; 
full of ardent love for Zion, for Hebrew Education and Judaism in generat, 
has ceased to beat before its due time, at a moment when we had least 
expected it, One of our best and noblest communal workers has departed. 
The late Jerome Jacobs was a most exemplary person. Not only was he 
himself very highly cultured and distinguished for his scholarly attain: 
ments both in Eaglish andin Hebrew ; not only has he done much to raise 
the standard. of Hebrew Education in all its aspects ; not only has he 
contributed so much that has been fruitful and productive to the general 
life of the Jewish community here ; but he was also characterised by his 
wonderful personal charm, by his meekness, modesty, politeness and tact, 
qualities which endeared him to the hearts of all, and won him the golden 
opinions of all who came into contact with him in the course of their 
communal activities. These were the qualities which most impressed those 
who worked with him, and which imbued them more than anything else with 
confidence in his ideas, and secured their active and willing co-operation 
in all the sacred causes he had at heart. It was entirely in keeping 
with his modest character that there were many communal activities 
in which he was the real motive force, while other people took the credit, 
When he was with us we did not appreciate adequately the place he filled in 
the community ; now that he is gone, alas! we realise it only too forcibly. 
There is a Biblical adage WWW YU OVA, Man is like the tree of the field. 
As the height of a noble tree cannot be gauged while it stands erect, but is 
only perceptible after it has been felled, so the entire greatness of a noble 
man cannot be realised while he is with us, but it is only after he has left us 
that we can perceive his magnitude. Now that Jerome Jacobs is no longer 
with us, his noble character and his widespread activities stand out clearly 
in their true perspective. Our loss is indeed a great one. The best way in 
which we can honour his memory is by preserving and maintaming those 
ideals which he, during his life, tried to inculeate into the heart of the 
Jewish community.

Modest and 
unassuming, loveable and kindly, he was humble in particular towards 
scholars and men of learning. His own attainments in Hebrew and secular 
knowledge were of no mean order and he worshipped the Zorah and its 
students beyond measure. Every good movement was encouraged and 
supported. In the interests of peace, no sacrifice was too great. He 
willingly offered his health, wealth, and strength on the altar of his 
people. No one who knew him could help leving him, and it was

He gave an enormous 
amount of time to the work with a courtesy and patience that endeared him 
toall. And never once did I hear a whisper from him suggesting that he 
had aught else in mind, but the comfort and consideration of those on whose 
behalf he gave of his best. It is some time since I saw him last. He had then 
suffered much, but there was still hope in his eyes and a bright smile about 
his lips. ‘That hope, alas ! was not to be realised, and the community has lost 
one of those workers who seek no other reward than that of the consciousness 
of duty well done and the regard and affection of those privileged to be 
aware of their self-sacrifice.—From Mr. M. J. LANpa.

CCXCIV.—Is the Torah Immutable ? 
My Drar Covsin, 

“1 beheve with a perfect faith that the Torah will not be eb 
that there will never be another Jw,;a/ 
His Name.” 

So, as you remember, runs the sinth creed. or principle of faith: as 
enunciated by the great Maimonides. In the verse summary of the thirteen 
principles which he composed in Yigdul, the ninth creed is referred to in 
these terms: “God will not alter nor change His Law to everlasting for 
another.” Since the days of Maimonides, a matter of some seven hundred 
years, the great body of Jews has accepted the immutability of the Torah 
as fundamental. Nevertheless, the question has often been asked, “is the 
Jorah everlasting, and will there ever be another Torah?” In the time of 
the Second Temple this question sometimes became acute: it is recorded 
that it was one of the main causes of controversy between the Hellenistic 
Jews, those who were inclined to loosen the bands which kept them within 
the Jew ish fold, and the Chassidim. their opponents who cleaved 
unswervingly, to the tradition of their fathers. On the authority of Philo, 
we know that there were two such parties in Alexandria itself, and Philo 
makes it perfectly clear that he was on the side of the Traditionalists. 
* The Laws of Moses,” he says, “remain firm as though sealed by Nature; 
they will continue as long as sun, moon and stars continue.” 

There is little doubt that the Hellenists paved the way for the develop- 
ments of Christianity as fashioned by the hand of Saul of Tarsus. Saul 
freed himself from the yoke of the Torah, thus making a vast cleavage 
between Judaism and Christianity. This tendency should certainly be 
associated with the name of Saul, or Paul as he became. and not with that of 
Jesus, Jesus im the Gospel story declared that he did not come to dk stroy 
the Torah, but to fulfilit. “For verily I say unto you, Till Heaven and 
earth pass away, one jot or one tittle shall in no wise pass away from the 
forah.” Ineidentally, the reference to Heaven and earth is reminiscent of 
Philo’s reference to sun. moon. and stars. while

jot or tittle means really 
“yod” or “ chirvek” ; that is to say, the smallest letter or the smallest vowel 
poimt. Yet, despite the attitude of Jesus, the Early Church did as a 
matter of fact break away from the 7orahk and set up as it were a new Torah 
of its own, with hghter burdens and less restraints. Seeing that early 
ChYistianity desired to become a world religion, there was no other course 
open toit. On the other hand, the Rabbis, seeing this tendency, were on 
the alert to strengthen the belief that the validity of the Yorah is everlast- 
ing. Numerous, indeed, are their sayings in regard to the permanence and 
immutability of the Torah. The Torah was never given conditionally, they 
taught. @ysn Sy It was not limited toa particular age, but 
was for all time. Did not the Law-giver Himself say on numerous occasions 
that His ordinanees were statutes for ever ’ Chief among these was the 
ordinance of the Sabbath, which was called “a sign for all eternity.’ 


In this sense. the Rabbis taught that the Sabbath would 
never be abolished. Maw N). Nevertheless, the early 


mystics did picture to themselves a period in the history of the world when 
a new Torah would be in vogue. Needless.to say,the age of these and 
similar radical changes was always “ the days of the Messiah.” Rab Joseph, 
who lived in the 4th Century, declared roundly that the Commandments 
would be abrogated “ in the future.” (195 riyD). Whether 
he meant in the life after death, or some future time in this life, is not 
plain. But another opinion, which declares that God Himself sits and 
studies the new Torah, which He has resolved to give through the Messiah, 
leaves little doubt as to the time when the expected change would occure 

The mystics remained in the minority. The prevalent opinion has 
always been that expressed by the second Isaiah : * My words which I have 
put in thy mouth shall not depart out of thy mouth, nor out of the mouth 
of thy children, nor out of the mouth of thy children’s children, saith the 
Lord. from henceforth and for ever.” Respectable authorities like 
Saadiah (802-942) and Maimonides (1135-1204) continued to harp on the 
came strain. If there were some other teachers, hike Joseph Albo (1360- 
1444), who took up another line, their views did not find general acceptance 
Albo’s argument culminates in a curious and interesting piece of exegesis, 
In the 146th Psalm we read: “ The Lord releaseth those that are bound” 
Albo declares this to mean, “The Lord allows what is 
forbidden.” Ingenious as this is, even so medern minded a thinker as Moses 
Mendelssohn rejected Albo's opinion. Mendelssohn, like Maimonides and 
Saadiah, accepted the principle enunciated in the ninth creed. 

In more recent times, and particularly after the Reform movement, 
there has not been an unanimous tendency to accept this principle without 
question. In particular, many single-minded religious teachers debated 
whether the Jorah might not be changed, or at least modified. There were 
many injunctions of Rabbinic origin, there were even some that came from 
the Torah itself, which in actual life were not being observed. The problem 
was fall of difficulties, difficulties of practice no less than of theory. On 
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the one hand, Holy Writ declares: “ Ye shall not add unto the word whieh 
I command you, neither shall ye diminish from it.”

Asa matter of fact, the ordinances of the Torah were actually changed 
from time to time. Even Maimonides recognises that an established 
authority has the right of temporarily repealing even deeply-rooted customs 
current in Jewis': communities, while the Talmud itself teaches that on 
vecasions to abolish the Torah is really to establish it firmer than ever. 
dy There is no denying that modern life 
and its multitadinous demands have made great inroads into what in bygone 
ages was regarded as established Jewish practice. .

For many long years 
Manifestly force majeure might be pleaded. 
But whatever could be pleaded, these laws were not observed. The ordinance 
of the Torah which provides that tithes should be given to the Levite was set 
aside by Rabbinic authority in favour of a new arrangement whereby tithes 
were paid to @he priest. Rabbi Yochanan ben Zakkai himself abrogated 
what some thinkers would to-day call the barbarous practice of giving b&ter 
water to a woman rightly or W rongly accused of adultery. In the Mosaic 
dispensation there is clear evidence that slaves might be bought and sold. 
Are there any Jews to-day, one cannot help wondering, who would still 
wish to keep slaves? In so far as their answer would be in the negative, 
would they not be admitting the mutability of the Torah ? 

Perhaps a true conception of the position would allow that all the 
ordinances of the Jorah are not of equal value. Some are ethical in 
character, others are of a legal nature, others again refer to public worship. 
It might be true to say that while the first may be considered as everlasting, 
the other two categories were conditioned by a particular time and place. 
If the Torah be considered immutable, the Torah would have to be taken to 
be coincident with the magnificent ethical code in Holy Writ, the essence of 
which is love of God and love of man. From one point of view, and that by 
no means of small importance, may it not be said that the message of the 
prophets and ancient rabbis culminated in stressing this ethical code ? The 
world has realised that the great work of the Hebrew prophets is valuable 
for this very reason. It were to be devoutly wished that the world might 
realise with equal force that, despite the criticism that may be levelled 
against the Talmudic Rabbis. their great work, too, when all is said, is the 
stressing of the ethical values of life. 

But in some quarters in our midst there is no disposition to regard the 
Tovah as equivalent to the ethical teaching of Judaism. For these people 
the Torah is the whole code of the 613 Commandments, and the Jorah is 
immutable, the same yesterday, to-day and forever. Certainly, this must 
be admitted to be a point of view, and should be treated with respect. But 
the question cannot be’ repressed—Is it wise? Is it in the interests of 
Judaism ? And further, is-it really true ? Lord Oxford and Asquith was 
reminding us again the other day that ours was a questioningage. Wall any- 
one deny that an honest search after truth is anything but healthy, for com- 
munities and individuals alike ? Let us hear Lord Oxford's words : “The 
search for truth continued to be the most imperious as well as the most 
stimulating of our intellectual needs.” In that search men have learned one 
very great lesson—that one should be very chary of belieying in the finality 
of any system or of any “law.” Yet our extreme traditionalists cling to 
the belief in the finality of the Torah, Perfect it was and perfect it will 
remain. A study of the history of Jewish thought shows that throughout 
the ages neither the perfection nor the immutability of the Torah were 
accepted as unchallenged principles. Those who are bold enough 
to question, and even to condemn, some of the injunctions of the Torah, are 
by no means outside the bounds of Jewish tradition. It has always been the 
glory of Jews that they have encouraged freedom of enquiry. You cannot 
have too much light, and in the long run criticism is healthy. It is the 
privilege of youth to criticise ; it is the nature of youth to be iconoclastic. 
The sane attitude would seem to be to let youth be youthful. Encourage it 


to question, to criticise, even to break the idols of the market place. All 
this makes for life, a fact which our modern obscurantists, in the 
narrowness of their vision and the faintness of their hearts, fail 


> understand. Obey blindly, they are for ever calling, little realising 
that blind obedience produces intellectually blind devotees, types which 
make for a sickly, superstitious Judaism. But they also overlook 
the fact that theirs aré voices in the wilderness. There are those who, 
seeing the stream of life, stand aside wringing their hands and recalling 
the past. There are others who, guided by their acquaintance with the past, 
determine manfully to pilot their barque on the waters of the mver. Among 
these will be found men and women who dare to question and to criticise 
even the Torah itself. Are they on that account to to be excluded from the 
community of Israel ?

A meeting of the Headquarters Council of the [to was held on Sunday 
last at the residence of Mr. M. A. Spielman. : 

Mr. Israrn Zaxnewr., who presided, said that at its last meeting at 
the end of 1922 it was resolved “ That this Council decides, in view of the 
work of the Zionist Organisation that its own activities shall continue to be 
in suspense. The President ts, however, empon ered to deal with auy terri. 
torial proposition that may arise, and to summon the Council when he con- 
siders it desirable.” Palestine had never been excluded from the Ito's pro- 
gramme, with which he had done his best to get the Mandate equated. Their 
colleague, Dr. Eder, had first filled the office in Palestine now occupied by 
the son of their colleague, Mr. H. M. Kisch. Since the date of this resolu 
tion. the Zionist Organisation had made cousiderable progress industrially, 
but its political situation had goue from bad to worse, and the practically 
official book recently published by Mr. Leonard Stein, th: nead of the 
Fionist Bureau in London, had frankly abandoned the h@pe of political 
ascendancy, even by gradual predominance in numbers. Moreover, such 
Crown Lands as had been allotted, were given to the Arabsand not to the 
Jews, whe had to purchase every inch of the soil at extravagant prices. 
With the withdrawal of Sir Herbert Samuel and Mr. Norman Bentwich, the 
Palestine Government had been denuded of every high Jewish official, 
and the appeintment of Lord Plumer showed that the country would 
now be run as a Crown colony, for whose development the Jews were 
to pay, doubtless to the great satisfaction of the Ottoman bondholders. 
The initiation of the Hebrew University had effected a transvaluation of 
values ; but the conception of a spiritual centre, though it might be magni- 
ficent, was not Zionism. The determining point. politically, was that, even 
in the view of Mr. Stein, the Jewish receptivity of Palestine was limited 
toa few hundreds of thousands; while Earl Stanhope, in the House of 
Lords, had recently estimated that less than half a million acres would 
be available for Jewish agriculture. - Meantime, the status of the Jews, 
both politically and economically, had degenerated calamitously in many 
parts ‘of Europe, so that the need for a Jewish territory “on an 
autonomous basis” had become more uryveut than ever. He himself 
had almost from the first regarded the Balfour Declaration as fatal 
to Territorialism for our generation at least, because, although it 
was unattainable in Palestine, any attempt to establish it elsewhere 
woull be fanatically opposed by Zitouists. He had been equally cou- 
viuced that the pressure of tragic forces would perpetually bring to the 
surface this, the only political solution of the Jewish question: and there- 
fore when the offer of the Soviet Government of a territory for its Jews 
was bruited abroad, he had, inaceordance with the second part of the resolu- 
trou, written to Tehitcherin asking him to define the.alleged offer precisely. 
No reply had been vouchsafed, and he had been too unwell to pursue the 
matter further. Nevertheless, there was .a certain solidity in the offer, for 
Mr. David A. Brown, the most practical Jewish worker in America, who had 
recently made a tour of the Jewish Colonies in the Ukraine and the Crimea, 
had reported most favourably on the prospects of Russian Colouisation, 
declaring that some 30,000 families, of which 4,000 were already on their new 
free land, could be settled on the soil by the end of. 1927, and that the 
American Jews would make history by taking advantage of this wonderful 
opportunity of reconstructive work, there being no lack either ‘of 
land or eager emigrants, Mr. Brown, who has collected nearly fifteen 
million dollars to relieve the victims of the war in Eastern Europe was 
now to conduct the campaign for a similar sum. It-was not surprising 
that, although Mr. Brown also assisted the Zionist Movement, the New 
Patestine had already begun to cry out; nevertheless, more magnanimous

*,” The Jewish Territorial Organisation was founded by Mr. Israel 
Zangwill in 1906, after the Sixth Zionist Congress had rejected the offer by 
the British Government of territory in East Africa for the purposes of 
Jewish settlement. Mr. Zangwill was elected President, and the head- 
quarters were in Londen. The programme was defined as follows : 


1. To procure a territory upon an autonomous basis for the Jews who cannot 
or will not remain in the lands in which they already live. 2. To achieve this 
end the Organisation proposes : to unite all Jewa who are in agreement with thia 
object ; to enter into relations with governments and public and private inatitu- 


tions ; and to create financial institutions, labour bureaux, and other instruments 
that may be found necessary, 


A number of prominent Anglo-Jews associated themselves with the 
Movement, notably the late Lord Rothschild and his brother Mr. Leopold 
de Rothschild, Mr. Lucien Wolf and Mr. Myer Spielman, while in the United 
States the most notable recruits were the late Mr. Jacob H. Schiff and Mr. 
Oscar Straus The most important work which the Ito undertook was tlic 
diversion of the stream of emigration to the United States through the 
southern port vf Galveston, thus relieving the pressure in New York. Many 
thousands of Jews entered the United States by this alternative route. 
Valuable work inthe orgahisation of the Galveston emigrants was performed 
in Russia by Dr. D. Jochelman. The search for a territory proved unsuc- 
cessful. “A site in'North Africa near the ancient Carthage was investigated 
by a scientific commission in 1908 ‘,at the report was not favourable. 
Negotiatious with various governments in the Dominions also came to 
nothing. . After the issue of the Balfour Declaration the Ito formally 


suspended its operations. 
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Mr. Levis Golding’s ‘‘Day of Atonement.’’ 

The prophets begin with rebuke, and conclude with solace. So an 
author must be prepared to receive blame as well as praise. “Day or 
ATONEMENT,” by Mr. Louis Golding (Chatto and Windus), is the writer's 
most ambitious effort. It isa book far stronger in many respects than Mr. 
Golding has hitherto written. The work is very powerfal and vivid. and 
offers a clever analysis of racial characteristics and religious mentality, 
Nevertheless, this novel in more than one passage produces an irritatitiv 
effect. The “ Prologue in Sicily” and the “Epilogue in Sicily” are by no 
means essential to a proper understanding of the nafrative. The real story 
begins with the “ Prelude in Russia,” and the tragedy is naturally unfolded 
and reaches its chmax in the “ Drama in Doomington.’ Mr. Golding does 
himself unnecessary injustice by bringing in Sicily at all. He thereby gives 
the impression which is created by the raw traveller who cannot resist the 
temptation of seizing the slightest opportunity of reminding his friends that 
he has recently been wandering abroad. 

Further, the Prologue, describing the accidental meeting of the Jewish 
wayfarer and Reuben, the goat-herd of Sicily, the son of Eli and Leah. is 
distinetly hurtfal to Jewish feeling. Mr. Golding here writes in the first 
person, and makes no pretence of concealing his membership of the House 
of Israel. He does not appear as the literary artist dealing objectively with 
his theme. So the character he impersonates is consciously disclosed as 
spending the Day of Atonement in a manner just as reprehensible as the 


pagan of Jewish birth whom he encounters and who follows the pipe of Pan 
in the groves. 


Mr. Golding 1s clearly a writer of unusual accomplishment, with av acid 
wit and an artistic gift. But the average mind is liable to be confused by 
the wealth of his dazzling brilliance. We could well afford to exchanyve a 
little of the sparkle of his intellect for rather more clarity of meaning and 
intention. In short, we may inquire, Is Mr. Golding laughing with or 
laughing at his own! kith and kin? The final impression of “Day of 
Atonement,” leaves this vital question unsolved. 

To turn from blame to praise, the plot itself is finely conceived and 
excellently wrought. The story is the tragedy ofthe clash of two tempera- 
ments, Eli and Leah, and the contest of two faiths, the one striving to retain 
a soul, and the other to win it. Leah remains steadfast, but Eli turns his 
back on the religion of his fathers. Further, Leah emerges almost with the 
strength and dignity of a prophetess or heroine in the Bible. Al} the 
complex and opposed factors of individuality, race and religion, are analysed 
with keen power and interpreted with distinctive ability. “Day of Atone- 
ment,” without any doubt places Mr. Gokling in the frout rank of achieve- 
ment. All readers who can appreciate good work should not miss the 
earliest opportunity of judging for themselves whether there is any real and 
final validity in the relative praise and blame accorded to the hook in this 
notice. But Mr. Golding’s new novel is so notable a performance that there 
can be no excuse for not reading it. Sl,

Sir,—Having reviewed Mr. Louis Golding’s first Jewish novel, * Forward 
from Babylon,” in your columns, I trust you will allow me briefly ie record 
the immense improvement in unity and intensity of the second, “ Day of 
Atonement.” In the last number of the Osserver, an able critic concludes 
despite some reservations—that if his progress continues at this rate he 
bids fair to be at the head of the Jewish novelists of this country. Though 
IT should make other reservations than this Gentile eritic, and note some 
Jewish slips unmarked by him, I should put Mr. Golding’s claim even 
higher. For he is greater than a novelist: he is the greatest poet our race 
has yet produced in England. Those who go to his new work in search of 
the usual prosaic material will be disappointed, nor will his trinitarian 
theme be popular with the mass of your readers. But for those who 
appreciate literatnre, the lyric beauty and emotional stress of some of his 
scenes will be found almost unparalleled in contemporary fiction. Indeed, 
his book seems to me more like an Elizabethan tragedy than a novel, and in 
an age when the stage and letters were more in relation, Mr. Golding would 
have acquired the technique of the theatre and devoted his genius to the 
drama.

Gooseberry Fool. 
Gooseberries, | 1b. Carbonate of soda, | teaspoonful, 


Two errs, 

Pur the goosebernes in a saucepan, add the sugar and carbonate of 
soda, with very little water, aud stew till soft. Then rub through a sieve, 
Add the well-beaten yolks of the egys, and cook for a few minutes, but do 
not let it boil. Let it get cold. Turn inte a glass dish, and, just before 
eerving. heap up on top a meringue made of the whites of the eggs beaten 
to a very stiff froth with castor sugar.

trooseberries, 1 jnart. Salt, tablespoonful. 
Onions, 6 ozs, Ground ginger, | tablespoonful, 
Raisins, } Ib. Cayenne, } teaspoonful.

spoonful, 
Tor and tail the gooseberries, and cut them up small. Chop the onion, 
and stone the raisins. Put all the ingredients into an enamel stewpan, 
bring slowly to the boil, and boil gently for an hour. When cold, turn into 
dry jars and tie down. 


. This is best kept for a few weeks before using.. 


Gooseberry Flan. 


Marvarine, 1 oz, 
tiooseberries, 1 lb. Surar. 5 oze. 


Cornfiour, | dessert-spoonful. Sherry, | wine-glassful, 

Line a flan ring on a baking sheet or a sandwich tin with good, short 
crust, and prick the bottom with a fork. Top and tail the gooseberries. 
Pat them in a saucepan with boiling water, and cook for five minutes; 
then strain. 

Melt the margarine. Mix it with the cornflour, and gradually add the 
sherry. Stir in the sugar, put in a saucepan, and stir over the fire until it 
thickens (if too thick add a little water); then leave till cold. Fill the 
pastry case with the gooseberries, cover with the cornflour mixture, and 
bake in a good oven for half an hour, Serve hot or cold. 

N.B.— Vf preferred, water can be used instead of the sherry.

Invited by Foreign Minister. 

[From our Correspondent.) WARSAW 

Much curiosity has recently been expressed in Polish Jewish circles as to 
who it was that was responsible for the invitation to Mr; Lucien Wolf to visit 
Poland. The mystery has now been definitely solved in a statement by Mr. 
Wolf himself, who says that he was invited by the Polish Foreign Minister to 
eome to Warsaw and continue the conversations he had had with him at 
Coneva. The Joint Foreign Committee, the A//iance Jeraélite. the Tea, and 
Deputy Dr. Reich, Chairman of the Jewish Parliamentary Party in the 
Jib Seim, were all consulted on the matter, and all agreed to Mr. Wolf's 
vjait. “Lam not the guest of the Polish Government,” said Mr. Wolf. “I 
am here only to study the position of the Jews in Poland. Unless I am 
‘yvited by the Jewish Parliamentary Party to do so, I shall not act as 
ermediary between the Jews and the Polish Government, but I shall 
simply gather information for the Joint Foreign Committee which often 
ols with Polish-Jewish problems. In my opinion, the economic problem

Anti-Parochial School Law Repealed.

Over a million dollars were raised at a banquet given at the Hotel 
Astor recently in aid of the Five Million Dollars Building Fund of the 
Rabbi Isaae Elehanan Theological Seminary. One thousand two hundred 
persons were present at the banquet. Messrs. Sol Rosenblum, B. Winter. 
and Brickner contributed 25,008 dollars each, and Mr. Louis Gold donated 
50,000 dollars. 
The United States Supreme Court has declared as unconstitutional the 
Oregon State Law prohibiting the existence of private and parochial schools. 
The law was enacted by the Oregon State Legislature in 1920, being 
sponsored by the Ku Klux Klan. The Federal District Court of Oregon 
had already decided that the law was unconstitutional, because it would 
deprive American citizens of one of their fundamental rights, that of sending 
their children to-private schools to receive religious 1astruction.

A 
number of our coreligionists were attacked last week in a train near 
Bucharest. Two Jewish girls were thrown out of the moving train, and 
now lie in hospital in a critical condition. A number of other Jewish 
pissengers were also injured.

Rabbinate’s Drastic Action.

Economic Board for Palestine. 
SIR ALFRED MOND’S VIEWS. 


The annual meeting of the Economic Board for Palestine was held on 
Monday at the offices of the Board. The Rt. Hon. Sir Alfred Mond, M.P., 
presided, 

The Chairman, in moving the adoption of the report, said that it showed 
a very great development in every direction. He could confirm the favour- 
able impression it created from his own personal observations during his 
last visit to Palestine, when he devoted a great deal of detailed examination 
to the economic situation of the country generally, and especially to that 
connected with the work of the Palestine Corporation. There were one or 
two aspects which were not fully appreciated outside Palestine. He did not 
think it was realised what great benefits, from an economic point of view, 
would accrue from the fact that Palestine and Syria now formed one 
economic unit. There was no customs duty between Palestine and Syria, 
and the tariff on imports in the two countries was approximately the same. 
That had made an entire-change in the economic position. It had added to 
the relatively small market of Palestine a market comprising a popula- 
tion of something like three millions. In this lay, in his opinion, the 
explanation of the industrial development of Palestine which was proceed- 
ing at a very great pace. To take one or two of the enterprises in 
which they were interested, such as the cement factory, or the salt works 
at Athlit, if they had to rely only on the Palestinian market, the output 
which these factories had allowed for would undoubtedly be too large for 
some time to come. But when they included the market in Syria, where 


their products were required, and where they had the Syrian tariff against — 


the outside world to their assistance, the large scale on which they had begun 
operations —especially the cement factory —was fully justified. This, too, 
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explained the amazing industrial progress at Tel Aviv, at Haifa, and gener- 
aly throughout the conntry. At Tel-Aviv. the: nomber of factories when 
he left was about one hundred aid twenty, most of which had been put up 
in the last twelve months. Some people wondered how they existed, and 
asked whether they lived on takirg in one -another’s washing. An 
chservation of that kind showed profound ignorance. Palestine was in 
the position of a country whieh previously had no industries. It had to 
impert everything. Whenever they put up a factory for making any of the 
things previously imported they had the whole market at their feet, and 
sewondly they had the whole Mediterranean market. He would give one 
instance to show how important that market was. He had seen a very 
interesting silk-spinning works put up by a gentleman from ‘Vienna, and it 
had just got going when he was there. The proprietor told him that he had 
sold his whole years output to Alexandria. He was going to increase 
the works and was anxious to form a considerable company- because 
Palestine was more favourably situated for controlling the market 
than Austria. He visited a boot factory. ~The man had sold Ins 
entire output in the town itself within a fortnight of starting. Some- 
body started a very fine chocolate factory. That meant boxes and wrappers, 
and somebody had to set about making them. Then came a demand 
for posters and so there was a snow-ball process. When the Rutenberg 
scheme was started every ladder had to be imported. Now they were being 
made ip a carpentry factory in Tel-Aviv. In that way they were achieving a 
very rapid development of what he considered perfectly sound and legitimate 
business, which would be deemed so anywhere in the world. They had 
to get people to cease considering Palestine as a kind of subsidised country, 
dependent on charity, and to regard it as a promising field for investment. 
Capital was greatly needed and the opportunities were very considerable. 
If the Jews did not seize them, other people would. Non-Jews were begin- 
ing to come there and if the Jews were not alive they would find others 
reaping the benefit of the vast efforts and sacrifices the Jewish people had 
made, They had done the spade work and created the wealth and all the 
financial cream was to be whipped off by other people. That was the reason 
why he had circulated a letter on theabsolute necessity of increasing the capital 
of their executive body, the Palestine Corporation. The prospects of 
earning dividends were greater than in more established countries. Nine, 
ten, and cleven per cent. could be earned if affairs were managed with 
reasouable care, and there was no reason for any speculative venture. What 
they had to finanee was net-se much bricks and mortar as the technical 
ability and lusiness ability of the Jewish people, which were not incon- 
siderable. They were not dealing in these cases with some amateur who 
was just entering business, buat with people who had been successful in other 
countries, and who were transferrmg their works to Palestine. Naturally 
they required a certain amount of capital to establish themselves and for 
expansion. Therefore he personally felt they had there a very con- 
tudlerable field. He referred to the success of the Co-operative Bank, 
particularly in financing the tobacco crop, and to the great need for 
further mortyage facilities. A vast amount of capital could be activated 
if these facilities existed. The need of a harbour and cheap power were 
other outstanding questions. The Electric Corporation was progressing well 


- and the demands were enormous. Those who preophesised failure forgot 


that they were not dealing with ordinary Eastern people, but with Jews 
whe wer? very much alive. Loans would be required by muvicipalities for 
water supplies, ete., and there again they would be called upon tohelp. As 
Jews and subjects of the Mandatory country, they had special obligations. 

Mr. Leonarp L. Cowen, in seconding the motion, said that the Chair- 
man had made it clear that great resourees would be required for the futther 
development of the country, and the members would have to bring to bear 
their personal influence to secure for the Palestine Corporation that 
assistance in capital.which was so greatly needad. 

Sir Herbert Cohen, O.B.E., and Lient-Col. H. J. Solomon, O.B.E., M.C., 
the retiring members of the Board, were re-elected,

ANNUAL CONFERENCE AT ANTWERP. 


The eighteenth annual Conference of the Belgian Zionist Fed: ratio, 
opened last Sunday afternoon at Antwerp, when eighty-five delegates wer 
present from various parts of the country. Mr. Jean Fischer, Presiden) of 
the Federation, was in the chair.

Ue said that Palestine could not provide a refuw 
for all the suffering elements to-day, but it would bea refuge to-morrow aid fo 
the day after. Philanthropic work, however helpfal and necessary it might 
be, provided no radical cure. The Jews throughout the world would ha\ ew 
unite, whether the term “ national” were adopted or not, and only then » ould 
their oppressed brethren receive that moral encouragement which ould 
enable them to help themselves. The Mandatory power had nobly and 
freely undertaken the duty, by means of political and administrative me\ ods, 
to lighten their task in Palestine. It was in the indubitable recognition of 
their right that lay the encouragement ef their work. But when they wer 
expected to build up the land, without a Jewish Palestine being their am, 
there was the danger that a new Pharaoh might, both politically and 
administratively, make the conditions difficult instead of lightening them, 
or that unforeseen circumstances might arise which might make their work 
impossible, and thereby their right was jeopardised. Their historic claim 
on Palestine, their right for national independence, those were their \ery 
bases. And they must repel all shrinking interpretations which were 
subsequently made. They had no intention of encroaching on the rights 
of others, but, on the other hand, they did not want to build their 
national home in Arabic Palestine, but in the Jewish land—Lyefs } irae. 
The time bad come when the responsibility for the upbuilding of Palestine 
must be taken over by the whole of Jewry. The creation of the Jewish 
Agency was a step in-that direction. The Jewish High Commissioner of 
Palestine, Sir Herbert Samuel, was leaving his post,and as his success«) the 
British Government hadappointed Lord They were thus confrevted 
with an important politicalevent. To Sir Herbert Samuel on his retiremes! 
they expressed their thanks for his devoted work. With much that he did 
they were all satisfied, bis bending towards the Arabs had been sharply 
criticised, but there, too, they were perhaps uvaware of all the crcum- 
stances, whereby to judge his policy and his persoual achievements.

A letter was read from the Hebrew University Committee thanking the 
Council for its greetings on the occasion of the opening of the Jerusalem 
Lniversity. 

Dr. A. Goodman Levy, in submitting a report of the Health Committee, 
that Dr. Krupenia had delivered the first of the lectures organised 
for the transmigrants at Eastleigh. The “ Talks ” on hygiene, arranged at 
the instigation of the Committee of the Jewish Reading Room would begiu 
ex! October, and would be given by Dr. Liba Zarchi on Weduesdays to 
children betweeu the ages of lland 14. Altogether there would be nine 
lectures, two of them to girls only. In consequence of the success of the 
«pular lectures on health at the Whitechapel Art Gallery, the Committee 
ecommmended that a third course of lectures should be organised for next 
wiuter. The pamphlet on the care of infants before and after birth, com- 
piled by experts on the subject, was already in print. The recommenda- 
tions of the Health Committee to accept, subject to further particulars as to 
it'ondanee, the invitation of Jewish Clubs and Societies to address their 
mcmbers on the aims and work of the Organisation, and to popularise the 
vork of the Organisation by addresses at Jewish Conferences, were approved. 

Dr. M. D. Ever, Chairman of the Schools Enquiry Committee, informed 
the Council that nine Talmud Torahs had been inspected. 

(in the favourable report of Dr. B. W. Lowbury’s negotiations regarding 
children with defective evesight attending Jewish evening classes the 
Council gave power to the Chairman to draft the recommendations, and to 
wllect information, especially on the conditions in the Chedarim, about 
shich there were grounds for considerable apprehension. It was suggested 
o this connection that a meeting of the parents affected, to form a special 
Care Committee, might be advisable. 

Dr. L. Manpen, the Treasurer, said that although the amount of sub- 
xriptions, which formed the main source of income, was steadily increasing 
some extraordinary effort would have to be made to tide the Organisation 
over its initial stages until it could secure a regular income through member- 
inp fees. 

It was decided on the recommendation of the Finance Committee, to 
mike representations to communal leaders, and such institutions as may 
rasouably be expected to appreciate the importance of action in raising 
the ctandard of health of the community. The Jewish Health Organisation 
which is the only body of Jewish medical men in this country, in the field 
of public health, feels justified in asking the community for a modest 
amount of financial support in exchange for the many duties voluntarily 
herformed by its members in investigating and improving the conditions 
of their brethren.

he bears. were it not for hie eve, which is still brilliant.”

of what we owe to this most worthy man. 

And her moral reflections could not have been bettered by Richardso), © Oh 
wy dear sister’ how can I in the overflowimy of a grateful heart do ot herwie 
than lament, that the name of this once distinguished people should have become 
aterm of reproach. Exiled from the land promised to the seed of Abrahan 
scattered over the face of the earth. yet adheriney with firmness to the relic ion 
their fathers. this race, once the boasted favourites of Heaven, are despiec) an 
rejected of every nation in the world. . . . These sentiments are not overst rand 
but the genuine effusions of a thankful heart : as such receive them.

Charged with Arson.-Max Govorens, of Wells Street, Hackney 
vas charged on remand at the North London Police Court on Tuesday, » ith 
swtting fire to the Star Cinema, Hornsey Road, on June 14th, 1928. William 
Pearce Passingham, a professional singer, said that in September, 1922, he 
‘as engaged at the kinema at £1 per week. A month before the fire Gold. 
berg gave him notice as business was bad. He suggested that the kinema 
should be burnt down, as it would save his (Goldberg's) father from ruin. For 
us services he was to receive £20. Passingham agreed, but said he had never 
received any money. He described how, on June 13th, he went with Gold- 
berg to Camden Town and bought six tins of petrol for two guineas.

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Prize Distributions. 


Great Garden Street Talmud Torah. 

The annual distribution of prizes was held last Sunday, at the Institu- 
tion, 182. Hanbury Street. Councillor Harry Kosky, J.P., President of the 
‘Talmud Terah, was in the chair, and Mrs. Kosky distributed the prizes. 

Mr. M. Mashin, the Headmaster, read the report of the examiner, 
My. Herbert M. Adler. of which the following is an abstract :

There is an interval in the middle of each 
ar The two beginners clasees only attend for half time, but I think it 
would be in the physical interests of the children if shorter hours were allowed 
alxo for some of the other junior classes. Discipline is excellent and the children 
seri to be punctval‘in their attendance. The curriculum has been devised with 
great care and is sufficiently detailed. Throughout there are abundant indica- 
tiene ef the beneficial effects of Mr. Mushin’s superintendence, especially in the 
eorelation of the work of one class to another. There is a special class for boys 


preparing for their Marmnitsrah, and, in addition some eight or nine lads receive 
tuition in Gr ecere’ from the Headmaster. Hebrew writing is commenced in 
Clases I]. ». and an early beginning is made with CAnmesh. In the higher classes, 
the bovs bave acuuired considerable facility in its translation. The hivhest class 
translates the whole of the week's Sedra, and also studies.a few verses of Hash. 
Speak venerally, there can be no doubt that the instruction is sound and 


thoreuvh and an even greater asset is the spirit of cheerfulness and endeavour 
mpout the ‘I almud Torah. 


Dayan L. Menpprisomy, M.A., spoke of the good work done in the 


how much to impart to the children in order to make the things palatable to 
iheir minds, He complimented the prize-winners, and thanked Mr. and 
Mrs Kosky for their work. 

Rabbi Meutnick, who spoke in Yiddish, appealed for more workers. 

Councillor J. W. RosexrTuat, in proposing a vote of thanks to the 
Chairman and Mrs. Kosky, said that it was twenty-three years ago since 
Mr. Kosky had first been elected Treasurer of the Talmud Torah. Not- 
withstanding the numerous other engagements that they had, Mr. and Mrs 
Kosky «till found time to interest themselves in that institution. They 
would never forget Mrs. Kosky’s work in raising £700 ata time when the 
money was so urgently needed. 

The CuarrMan briefly responded. 

Mr. J. MenpeLowitTcn proposed a vote of thanks to’ the headmaster 
fini teaching staff. 

Mr. Musuty, in reply, thanked all who had made the function a success, 

He was not satisfied that only 149 boys out of nearly 690 should have 
received prizes, 


Prior to the distribution of prizes the annual meeting was held. 
Councilor HARRY Kosxy, J.P., who presided, in moving the adoption of 
the report, said that they all regretted the absence of Mr. Harris Goodman, 
ove of the founders of the Talmud Torah who had had a very serious 
illness. He was pleased to say that Mr. Goodman was now restored to 
health, and he hoped that he would be spared for many years. After referr- 
ing to the honour conferred on Lord Bearsted, Mr. Kosky said that he had 
frequently in the past referred to the spirit of unrest which characterised 
their modern social conditions. It was a primary object of that Institution 
to restrain this spirit within its legitimate limits. A sort of perverted 
ethics alleged to be based on religion seemed to be spreading. The Divine 
Command to rest on the seventh day, the Sabbath, seemed to be changed 
into working on the Sabbath and resting on all the others. The 
duty of working imposed on them in the Garden of Eden was not recognised. 


Indolence and envy, both breaches of the primary Ten Commandments. 


accepted by all civilisation as the basis of any established community, 
seemed to be the basis of the new creed. It was their duty to support that 
Talmud Torah, which had been established for forty-seven years. He 
hoped that every effort would be made to clear off the debt owing to the 
bankers. Mr. Herbert Adler's report spoke volumes for the work done. 

The report was adopted. 

Mr, Mark SILversrone, a Treasurer, in presenting the balance-sheet, 
said that he was sorry that there was not a more favourable one to report 
upon. This was due to the falling off in amounts received ffom collections 
at Simchas. He hoped that the members of the Committee would make an 
effort and see that collections were made for the Talmud Torah. The 
amount owing to the bankers was £2,250 on the mortgage account, and the 
deficit last year was £200. They had had to increase the teachers’ salaries 
which they certainly deserved, but the income had not increased in aceord- 
ance with the expenditure. 

Mr. J. MENDELOWITCH, in seconding the motion, said that the Talmud 
Torah could congratulate itself on being one of the biggest in that part of

Considering the few number of hours for which the classes 
meet. I consider the results achieved to be highly satisfactory. The «tal! work 
very harmoniously under the able guidance of the Headmaster, and the plan of 
teaching is arranyed on very systematic lines. 

The CHarrMAan said that that day's function was of particular interest 
to him, for the year in which those excellent classes were establishe: fifty 
years ago, was the year in which he was born, and therefore, he thanked the 
Committee for mviting Mrs. Salmon and himself to be present. After 
congratulating the prizewinners, and confessing that he himese!! had 
never won a prize at school, the Chairman said that the pupils at 
those classes had every opportunity presented to them of learning the 
tenets of the great religion to which both they and he had the honour 
to belong.

In every walk of life they must work hard for their futh 
and their country. He was particularly pleased to see present a nuwiv«rof 
the parents. It showed that they were co-operating with the wor\ of the 
teachers. The founder and worthy president of those classes, Mr. 5. H. 
Valentine, was retiring after fifty years’ faithful service. Thai was a 
wouderfal record. He was being succeeded in office by one who was a pupil 
of those classes. That, to his (the Chairman’s) mind, was a fine example of 
the good work done by the classes. Their new Hon. Secretary was alsoa 
former pupil. The Old Ford Classes were deserving of every encourage 
ment and financial support from the Community. [n_ conclusion, the 
Chairman congratulated the headmaster and staff, and wished the «lasses 
continued success.
